Deat Gentlemen: 



I am writing in behalf of my son, PSW*l i fffffij is thirteen years 
old and has been a member of Tro op 154 of our church in Litit2 for approx- 
imately two and one-half years. HHHis an intelligent, friendly and 
cooperative boy who is active in music, school sports, youth Club and 
who was enjoying the Scouting program very much until a year and a half 
ago when for some strange, unexplainable reason, he suddenly seemed to 
lose interest in the axe a tinge , camp outs, etc. 

In a typical father- son conversation on February 23, 1974 pj§3 
and I got talking coincident ally about the subject of homosexuality- 
I explained the dynamics of the problem and the unfortunate circumstances 
this problem produces for those who grow up to be homosexuals. Immed- 
iately, said, "Kan Sshlaman is a homosexual. And that's why I am 
not in Scouts !" 

When X pressed | | to be specific about what he actually knew 
to be the truth about the situation , he said that " everyone" in the 
troop knew that Ken was a homo. He would make gestures to any of the 
boys that would let him get away with it. When I asked why no one qad 
reported this situation, he said that everyone was scared to speak. 

Upon further questioning for specifics , pSH said that he had been 
personally embarrassed on at least two occasions. The first was on an 
overnitetrip to the pony farm (his first camp out, I believe!) Ken 
asked || to get into Ken'^ sleeping bag in order to warm it up. Then 
he got into the bag withj^j and proceeded to rub his back, etc, , in- 
cluding other parts of his body. Finally, after strong resistance, 
I managed to get away. 

The second incident involving ||lgg| included also two of his 
friends. This time, during the summer camp at Camp Mack (1972} Sen had 
these three boyssleep with him in ICen* s camp for disciplinary purposes 
of some sort. l lBpEj said the boy between him and Ken vas awakened from 
sleep during the night by Ken, who was playing with his privates, |pgSa| 
says that Ken also made advances at him. Sy this timeall confidence 
had broken down between and Mr. Eshleman, and ElPB says that to 

this day he fears being in a room alone with Kan, for even in this type 
situation Ken physically abuses the boys. 

There is little wonder that so many boys have lost interest, 
respect and confidence, not only in this Scout master, but in the 
Scouting program itself. This is, unfortunataly, a regre table situation
